The Pennsylvania Department of
Agriculture issued a press release advising everyone to dispose of the product.

The Cregon Department of Agriculture has issued a removal order to Southern
Agricultural Insecticides Inc. Other states that we have found warnings issued are
Alaska, Colorado, and Texas.

Response:

Triple Action Neem Oil (EPA Reg. No. 70051-2-829) is a distributor product
under the primary registration for NEEM OIL 70% (EPA Reqg. No. 70051-2).

A distributor product is one where 3 registrant distributes or sells their
registered product under another company’s name and address instead of {or in
addition 1o} their own under FIFRA. Read more about these products

The only active ingredient the EPA has approved for this product formulation is
neem oil. Malathion, chlorpyrifos, and permethrin are not approved for use in this
product. Though these active ingredients are used in other registered pesticides,
they are not part of the approved formulation for this product.

EPA is aware of the state actions that have been taken regarding this product.
While we cannot comment on the status of or how we will proceed with any
investigation, EPA continues to work with our state partners to enforce against
the sale and distribution of illegal pesticides.
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Agriculture issued a press release advising everyone to dispose of the product.
The Oregon Department of Agriculiure has issued a removal order to Southern
Agricultural Insecticides Inc. Other states that we have found warnings issued are
Alaska, Colorado, and Texas.
